Shipbuilding 
delay a worry 
for Mulcair 


Concerns. Federal NDP 
leader says region 
depends on promise 


That the start date for Canada’s 
next generation of warships 
appears to be a moving target 
is cause for concern, according 
to NDP Leader Thomas Mulcair. 

Speaking in Dartmouth 
Wednesday, Mulcair said he be¬ 
lieves the federal government 
and Irving Shipbuilding Ltd. 
have yet to reach a contract on 
the ships due to budgetary chal¬ 
lenges within the Department 
of National Defence. 

“We’re quite concerned 
with what appears to be put¬ 
ting back the dates further and 
further,” he told reporters. “We 
do hope that will cany through. 
For the region it’s extraordinar¬ 
ily important.” 

The federal Conservatives 
are currently re-examining 
their 20-year, $490-billion Can¬ 
ada First Defence Strategy in 
the light of the controversy 
surrounding the F-35 fighter 
jet. The opposition repeatedly 
hammered the Conservatives 
on their handling of that file. 
The federal auditor general 


and the parliamentaiy budget 
officer have also raised serious 
concerns. 

But Mulcair said he isn’t 
in favour of scaling back the 
National Shipbuilding Procure¬ 
ment Strategy. 

“We understand first of all 
how important (the NSPS) is for 
our military and second of all, 
how important it is for the re¬ 
gion,” Mulcair said. 



Mulcair 
was in town to 
talk about the 
issue of fleet 
separation in 
the fisheries. 
He, along with 
Dartmouth- 
Cole Harbour 
MP Robert 
Chisholm, 
met with a group of fisheries 
advocates concerned about 
rumoured changes planned for 
owner-operator and fleet sep¬ 
aration policies. 

They argue removing the 
policies would pave the way 
for large companies to snap up 
the independent fisheiy. But a 
spokesperson for Fisheries Min¬ 
ister Keith Ashfield said they 
are simply consulting with fish¬ 
ermen on how to improve the

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VIA Rail to halve its service 
between Halifax and Montreal

VIA Rail is cutting the number 
of round trips between Halifax 
and Montreal by half. 

The federal Crown corpora¬ 
tion announced Wednesday 
it will cut the number of trips 
on its Ocean line from six to 
three per week. The company 
cited declining demand as the 
reason, despite the fact that the 
line had 7,000 more passengers 
in 2011 than a year before. 

“Several efforts have been 
made to at least maintain rider- 
ship on the Ocean,” Denis Pin- 
sonneault, VIA’s chief operating 
officer, told reporters. “How¬ 
ever, the market has evolved.... 
We still believe there’s a strong 
market for VIA Rail, but the 
reality is over the last 15 years 
there has been a decline in our 
ridership.” 

Pinsonneault repeatedly 
said recent federal budget cuts

did not drive the decision, not¬ 
ing ridership has decreased by 
50 per cent since 1997. 

The head of the Canadian 
Auto Workers Union Local 4005 
disputes the company’s line 
that the demand isn’t there. 
“Year after year, our ridership 
has gone up 7.8 per cent,” 
Brown said. “I work on the 
trains. Since January, my trains 
have been sold out. Sold out, no 
room. You want to travel, travel 
the next day.” 

The company expects the 
service cut will affect 45 em¬ 
ployees, but Brown said that 
number could be much higher. 
She also said the company has 
done very little to promote the 
service in the Maritimes. 

VIA Rail lost more than $292 
million before its federal oper¬ 
ating grant in 2011 — more 
than half of its $574-million 
budget. That’s actually a slight¬ 
ly smaller operating deficit 
than 2010, when the corpora¬ 
tion ran a $297-million deficit.

A Nova Scotia man convicted 
of manslaughter in the death 
of his fiancee more than a year 
ago has been sentenced to sev¬ 
en years in prison. 

A provincial Supreme Court 
jury found James Leroy Leopold 
guilty last month in the ki llin g 
of Laura Lee Robertson. 

Judge Kevin Coady gave Leo¬ 
pold credit for one year already 
served in jail. 

Crown attorney Leigh-Ann 
Biyson said Wednesday she is 
pleased with the sentence, add¬ 
ing that it is within the Crown’s 
range of recommendation. 


After the sentence was read, 
Robertson’s son Tim thanked 
the Queens RCMP detachment 
and residents of Liverpool for 
their support. 

“Thank you to all the people 
that helped us along the way. It 
means so much to us,” he said. 

Leopold told police in a 
videotaped interview that he 
hit Robertson because she bit 
him during a sex act at their 
apartment in Liverpool on April 
13,2011, and lulled her. He said 
he struck Robertson once in the 
neck while in bed.

Chinese navy 
vessel docked in Halifax 
during globe-spanning 
goodwill tour 


For Canadian and Chinese sail¬ 
ors, bridging the language bar¬ 
rier can be difficult. 

Few from either country 
spoke the other’s language at 
Huskies Stadium on Wednes¬ 
day morning, aside from some 
interpreters and an embassy 
representative. 

But no matter one’s na¬ 
tive tongue, Capt. Richard 
Gravel, commanding officer 
at Fleet Maintenance Facil¬ 
ity Cape Scott, said eveiyone 
understands the camaraderie 


of a good, friendly game of soc¬ 
cer. “It’s a great way to make 
friends,” Gravel said while 
watching the action from the 
stadium sidelines on Saint 
Maiy’s University campus. 
“Even if you don’t talk to each 
other, sport is the great equal¬ 
izer.” 

“You shake the guys hand 
and pick him up if you knock 
him down. Sport is a great way 
to get together and have some 
friendly competition.” 

Members of the Canadian 
navy and few army and air¬ 
force representatives played 
crew members of the Zheng 
He, a Chinese ship docked in 
Halifax as part of the Chinese 
navy’s first-ever visit to the city. 

The Zheng He has been on 
a worldwide trip for the last 


two months to spread good¬ 
will among China’s allies, vis¬ 
iting Europe and parts of Asia 
before heading here. It leaves 
on Thursday for Jamaica and 
Ecuador. 

Senior officers from Canada 
and China had been meeting 
since the vessel arrived on Mon¬ 
day, but for the majority of the 
crew members the match was 
their first chance to meet. 

“It’s a symbol of friendship 
and co-operation between the 
Chinese navy and Canadian 
Forces,” said Bin Zheng, a rep¬ 
resentative from the Chinese 
Embassy in Ottawa. 

“It’s important for us to 
know each other and under¬ 
stand each other and pave the 
road for future co-operation.”

On its third day docked in 
Halifax Harbour on Wed¬ 
nesday, the Zheng He was 
open to the public for a 
stroll on board. 

The ship attracted 
crowds of Chinese Can¬ 
adians and others from 
Halifax eager to climb up 
the walkway to the ship’s 
deck and have a look 


around. 

Security was tight at the 
entranceway to the dock — 
those interested had their 
ID’s inspected at the gate 
and waited in a snaking 
line to get through a check¬ 
point. 

Members of the media 
were also restricted from 
reporting or taking pictures 


within navy boundaries. 

But a few outside the 
base said they enjoyed the 
chance to take part in what 
they called a historic mo¬ 
ment — the first time a Chi¬ 
nese ship has ever docked 
in the city, and the only 
stop in North America on a 
worldwide tour. 

A Chinese vessel last vis¬ 


ited Canada in 2006 on a 
trip to Victoria. 

“We are proud of this 
moment,” said Wei Liang, a 
Chinese national in Halifax 
on a student visa. 

“China and Canada have 
a good relationship. This 
is good for Chinese inter¬ 
national students.”

Within hours of getting a call 
that he was needed at the Roy¬ 
al Nova Scotia International 
Tattoo, theatre star Peter Kar- 
rie jumped on a plane from 
Europe.

Despite progress, N.S. autism plan neglects adults: Critics 



Critics say while a year-old 
Nova Scotia government 
plan aimed at providing 
more services for people 
living with autism has im¬ 
proved support for young 
children, older kids and 
adults continue to be left be¬ 
hind. 

A report released by the 
province on Wednesday said 
increased funding has meant 
that most preschool children 


are now being treated in an 
intensive, early-intervention 
program providing one-on- 
one therapy. 

In the past two years the 
government has doubled its 
annual funding for early in¬ 
tensive behaviour interven¬ 
tion from $4 million to $8 
million. 

Government figures show 
that 110 preschoolers are 
now taking part in early in¬ 


tensive-behaviour interven¬ 
tion, while the program has 
doubled its capacity and can 
serve up to 160 children. 

The program teaches 
three- and four-year-old chil¬ 
dren how to socialize and 
develop the communication 
skills needed to enter the 
school system. 

“I’m happy that the 
people coming up have the 
resources I didn’t have,” 


said Barbara Gillis, whose 
21-year-old son, Paul, is cur¬ 
rently institutionalized with 
people suffering from a 
range of problems that don’t 
include autism. 

Cynthia Carroll, executive 
director of Autism Nova Sco¬ 
tia, said there is currently no 
transition support for young 
adults leaving high school 
and there is a “crisis-level” 
lack of residential support 


for adults as they get older. 

Health Minister David 
Wilson said that, with cur¬ 
rent budget restraints, the 
province feels it can do more 
by targeting autistic children 
at an earlier age. 

However, he conceded 
that more has to be done to 
improve support programs 
for older children and adults 
living with autism.

It would be easier to explain 
what’s not involved in the Tall 
Ships festival this summer. Or¬ 
ganizers and sponsors of the 
July 19 to 23 waterfront festival 
outlined the events at a press 
conference at the Seaport Mar¬ 
ket Wednesday morning. It 
took several speakers to make 
it through the itineraiy. 

Tiy a pirate-themed outdoor 
film fest, free concerts and a 
rendition of the 1812 Overture 
polished off with church bells, 
canon fire and fireworks. 

“We want to blow the roof 
off the city that night to cele¬ 
brate what we have going on,” 
said Andrew Cochran with CBC 
Maritimes. 


There will be fireworks 
at “nautical twilight” every 
night. Taste of Nova Scotia will 
have its own pavilion with a 
culinary stage and celebrity 
chefs, including Anna Olson 
and Chuck Hughes. 

Theodore Tugboat will act as 
a ferry to shuttle families over 
to Alderney Landing, which will 
be home to a pirates cove and a 
haunted house. 

Casino Nova Scotia will have 
outdoor and indoor stages, and 
CBC is sponsoring a long, long 
list of cultural events at their 
pavilion, including kids’ shows 
and free concerts. The Arr- 
Fresco filmFesto will feature 
four pirate-related movies on 
the waterfront. 

Parks Canada is offering 
several events to commemor¬ 
ate the 200th anniversary of 
the War of 1812, and will give 
tours of Georges Island, includ¬ 
ing the underground tunnels. 

Colin MacLean, president 
and CEO of Waterfront De¬ 
velopment, said this is the first 



time the Tall Ships festival will 
incorporate concerts, cultural 
and historical events. 

“We’re going to make this 
event like we have never ex¬ 
perienced before,” he said. 

But there’s also the core 
event — the awe-inspiring tall 
ships. And there will be 20 to 
24 of them. 

Adults can tour the ships for 
$5 a day; kids under 12 get in 
free. The Parade of Sail is sched¬ 
uled for July 23, a few days be¬ 
fore half the fleet sails north to 
Port Hawlcesbury and the rest 
will sail south to Lunenburg.

Doug Foster says the Cape Bre¬ 
ton Regional Municipality is 
forcing him into retirement. 

The municipality’s direc¬ 
tor of planning turned 65 ear¬ 
lier this month. He said he’s 
“terminated” effective Friday. 

The province passed legisla¬ 
tion amending the Nova Scotia 
Human Rights Act in 2009 to 
eliminate the exemption that 
let employers discriminate on 
the basis of a person’s age by 
making them retire. 

A complaint was filed with 
the Nova Scotia Human Rights 
Commission eight months ago, 
Foster said Tuesday. 

“I’m just waiting for that to 
take its course, so I don’t want 
to say too much more than 
that,” he said. 

The Human Rights Com¬ 
mission stipulates there will 
still be situations where “for 
legitimate reasons based on 
job requirements, an employer 
can require a person to retire,” 
such as in law-enforcement 
or firefighting where physical 
demands need to be met. How¬ 
ever, it can no longer be based 
on an arbitraiy age limit. 

Foster started working as 
a planner for the former city 
of Sydney in 1979. He became

director of planning upon mu¬ 
nicipal amalgamation in 1995. 

The precise reasons why 
Foster wants to remain work¬ 
ing aren’t publicly known. He 
would only say that he likes 
his work. “I want to work. I 
don’t agree with mandatory 
retirement.” 

Outside of a person’s 
mental and physical capabil¬ 
ity to do the job, the act also 
permits forced retirement in 
the case it adversely affects a 
bona fide pension plan. 

Foster is a member of the 
CBRM’s defined-contribution 
plan. It remains in recovery 
mode following the 2009 
economic downturn. The 
poor results of the plan have 
forced many people contem¬ 
plating retirement to stay in 
the workforce longer.

Cheaper electricity rates in 
the United States are part of 
the reason behind a trans¬ 
fer of work from Intertape 
Polymer in Truro to the 
United States. 

“Your part of the world 
apparently is one of the 
most expensive areas to 
operate in,” spokesman 
Rick Leclcner said from 
Montreal, where the com¬ 
pany is based. 

“In order for the com¬ 
pany to remain sustainable, 
they have to make certain 
changes because they want 
to keep that plant there. 
But it is a very expensive 
area to operate in, to a de¬ 
gree, because of the power 
rates.” 

The company announced 
Tuesday it is moving the 
Truro plant’s shrink-film 
production to another com¬ 
pany facility in Tremonton, 
Utah, as part of a North 
American reorganization 
to help centralize specific 
operations. 

Including management, 
approximately 325 people 
are employed at the plant, 
of which 27 workers are in 
the shrinlc-film department.

Lebanon jail. Farmer

During the 373 days he spent 
in a Lebanese jail on allega¬ 
tions he tried to export rotten 
potatoes to Algeria, Henlc Tep- 
per says the day his daughter 
graduated from high school 
was among the most difficult. 

The farmer from New 
Brunswick spoke for the first 
time about his ordeal on 
Wednesday, blaming the fed¬ 
eral government for not doing 
enough to help get his release 
as he became increasingly de¬ 
pressed at the prospect of fa¬ 
cing trial in Algeria. 

While the federal govern¬ 
ment says it used quiet dip¬ 
lomacy to gain his freedom, 
Tepper said he was told by the 


Canadian ambassador in Bei¬ 
rut they were getting ready for 
him to be extradited to face the 
charges. Tepper was released 
and flew home to Canada on 
March 31. 

“The government of Canada 
has worked persistently on his 
behalf,” John Babcock, spokes¬ 
man for Diane Ablonczy, the 
federal minister of state for for¬ 
eign affairs, said in an email. 

But Tepper said he got a 
very different message from 
Canadian officials in Beirut.

Landslides and floods caused 
by heavy monsoon rains killed 
at least 91 people in southern 
Bangladesh and many more 
were missing, the govern¬ 
ment said Wednesday. 

Officials said the landslides 
occurred mainly in remote vil¬ 
lages with poor roads, making 
rescue work more difficult. 

At least 37 died in Cox’s 
Bazar, 33 in neighbouring 
Bandarban and another 21 in 
Chittagong, mostly in a ser¬ 
ies of landslides, the Disaster 
Management Ministiy said. It 
said soldiers were joining the 
search for the missing. 

Three days of torrential 
rain in the region of small 
hills and forests dislodged 
huge chunks of earth, which 
buried flimsy huts where 
families were sleeping late

In Bandarban, an 11-year- 
old boy was the only member 
of his family to survive be¬ 
cause he was away when mud 
buried his hut. His parents 
and three siblings perished. 

“I could survive because I 
was visiting a relative,” said 
the boy, Rafiqul Islam. “The 
rain had kept me from re¬ 
turning home.” 

Monsoon floods are com¬ 
mon in Bangladesh, a delta 
nation of 160 million people. 


Volunteers using loud¬ 
speakers warned people about 
the danger of landslides dur¬ 
ing the rains, said Jaynul Bari, 
a government administrator 
in Cox’s Bazar. The floods in¬ 
undated dozens of villages 
and were disrupting com¬ 
munications in the region. 

Flood waters covered many 


roads and washed away a rail¬ 
way bridge, snapping road 
and rail links between Dhaka 
and the three districts.

A Dutch court outlawed a pedo¬ 
phile association Wednesday, 
saying its promotion of sexual 
contact between adults and 
children breaches the coun¬ 
try’s generally accepted moral 
values. 

The civil court in Assen or¬ 
dered the association, Martijn, 
to immediately be dissolved. 

The court said in a statement 
that Martijn is a threat to pub¬ 
lic order because it “glorifies 
sexual contact (between adults 
and children) and presents it as 
something that should be nor¬ 
mal and acceptable.” 

Its chairman, Marthijn Uit- 
tenbogaard, called the decision 
“an attack on the freedom of 
expression.”

Smoking and pesticide expos¬ 
ure appear to be strong risk 
factors for a rare disorder that 
causes people to physically act 
out their dreams while asleep, 
even to the extent of punching 
and kicking their bedmates, re¬ 
search suggests. 

Individuals with REM sleep 
behaviour disorder (RBD) do 
not exhibit the reduced muscle 
tone — called atonia — that 
usually occurs during sleep, 


leaving them able to move 
freely. 

“Essentially, all of us nor¬ 
mally are paralyzed when we 
go into our REM sleep,” said Dr. 

Ron Postuma, a neurolo¬ 
gist at McGill University who 
led the study, conducted at 13 
sites in 10 countries. “So we’re 
having very vivid dreams, but 
we don’t move. Our eyes will 
move and we’ll breathe, but 
that’s it.” 

In people with RBD, the 
body system that keeps sleep¬ 
ers paralyzed stops working, 
so whatever a person dreams, 
they are capable of doing. 

In their study, research¬ 
ers found that those with 
the disorder were 43 per 
cent more likely to be smok¬ 
ers. Two-thirds were more

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Residents evacuate as Colorado 
wildfire torches houses, land

A raging wildfire destroyed 
dozens of houses overnight and 
charred land on the edges of 
the U.S. Air Force Academy on 
Wednesday, while thick smoke 
and intense, towering flames 
kept officials from learning the 
full scope of damage to Colo¬ 
rado’s second-largest city. 

The wildfire doubled in size 
overnight to about 62 square 
kilometres, and has so far 
forced mandatoiy evacuations 
for more than 32,000 residents, 
Colorado Springs emergency- 
management director Brett 
Waters said. Among those 
urgently evacuated Tuesday 
evening were residents at the 
academy. 

The fire burned about 


four hectares of land along 
the southwest boundary of 
the academy’s 72.5-square- 
kilometre boundary, but no 
injuries or damage to academy 
structures have been reported. 


Steve Cox, an aide to Mayor 
Steve Bach, said Wednesday 
morning that the blaze has con¬ 
sumed dozens of houses else¬ 
where. A more precise figure 
wasn’t available because of the 


intensity of the fire. 

Heavy smoke and ash bil¬ 
lowed from the mountain foot¬ 
hills west of the city. Bright yel¬ 
low and orange flames flared 
in the night, often signalling 


another home lost to the Waldo 
Canyon Fire, which is the No. 1 
priority for U.S. firefighters.

Tropical storm leaves Florida in soggy state 



Tropical Storm Debby dumped 
more than 60 centimetres of 
rain on Florida, inundated 
many homes and washed out 
roads before moving off the At¬ 
lantic coast Wednesday. 

The storm was downgraded 
to a tropical depression Tues¬ 
day as it slogged across north¬ 
ern Florida, leaving some areas 
in several feet of water. Debby 
knocked out power to thou¬ 
sands of people, and ruined va¬ 


cations for some, as it lingered 
in the Gulf for several days be¬ 
fore washing ashore. 

Along the Panhandle, some 
people were using boats to 
get back into their homes to 
remove valuables. Wakulla 
County Commission Chairman 
Alan Brock said residents can’t 
remember flooding ever being 
this bad.

A fourth wave of job-loss 
notifications washed over 
the federal public service 
Wednesday as the Conserva¬ 
tives appeared to be trying 
to shore up support for the 
cuts. 

Union leaders reported 
that just over 5,000 employ¬ 
ees in more than 13 depart¬ 
ments were told they could 
lose their jobs as the govern¬ 
ment seeks to slash spending. 

The job-loss notices were 
juxtaposed with a series of 
Conservative government 
press releases highlighting 
both spending and saving in¬ 
itiatives. 

Unions have long accused 
the government of being 


too secretive about the cuts 
and their concerns were bol¬ 
stered last week by another 
battle in the continuing war 
between the parliamentary 
budget officer and the Tories. 

Kevin Page published a 
legal opinion stating that 
64 federal departments and 
agencies are breaking the 
law by withholding basic 
information on the 2012 
budget from him, prompt¬ 
ing the government to ac¬ 
cuse him of overstepping his 
mandate. 

As the standoff between 
those two sides continues, 
unions continued to press 
for transparency. 

“This government is mis¬ 
leading Canadians when it 
says these cuts won’t impact 
services we all rely on,” said 
Robyn Benson, president of 
the Public Service Alliance of 
Canada, in a statement. 

“We need Stephen Harper 
and his ministers to stop hid¬ 
ing behind spin and start 
talking to all Canadians 
about the services we are los¬ 
ing.”

TD Bank. New borrowing rules

In a new forecast, the TD 
Bank now expects growth in 
Canada this year to average 
2.1 per cent, shaving a tenth 
of a point from its March 
outlook. And it expects two 
per cent growth in 2013, 
down four-tenths of a point 
from the earlier forecast. 

TD is the latest of a list 
of forecasting groups to of¬ 
ficially or unofficially down¬

Lawsuit. Judge orders Samsung to halt sales of Galaxy tablet computer

critical consensus according to 
Metacritic is “generally causing 
critics to throw up in their mouths a little.” 

But journalists love the chance it gives us to gaze at our 
navels. In this case, we media types love to tut-tut when 
something happens on a fictional news show that wouldn’t 
happen in real life. 

Sure, we can watch an Indiana Jones movie and never 
think, “An archeologist probably wouldn’t use a 5,000-year- 
old religious artifact as a snowboard, even if he was being 
chased by a Panzer tank.” 

But if we’re watching a television show about news, 
suddenly we demand TV be a perfect reflection of reality. 
“He’s having a beer at lunch!” We crow, “He’ll be sleepy all 
afternoon! And he’s figuring out the tip without his phone! 
So he can do math?! While you’re at it, why don’t you give 
him X-ray vision?” 

We’re a bit defensive because we’re misunderstood. 

About 10 per cent of the population thinks we’re noble 
crusaders against tyranny and injustice, an expectation that 
only a scant few live up to. And about 90 per cent of the 
population thinks we’re pond scum. 

With that in mind, here are some myths and realities 
about journalists I keep stored in my navel. Let’s clear a few 
things up. 

MYTH: Given The Newsroom is a Sorlcin production, you 
can bet the characters will constantly be walking and talk¬ 
ing.

YouTube comment 
mashup book material? 


Experimentation. 

Two guys take a music 
concept and bring it to 
the literary world

We’ve all heard of mashup 
artists who take clips of 
popular songs and put them 
together to create a new 
composition. We’ve seen vid¬ 
eos from YouTube users who 
take clips from other videos 
and make a new project out 
of them. Now, two men from 
Germany have attempted 
to string together YouTube 
user comments and create 
Amazon Kindle eBooks out of 
them. 

“The mashup/remix is 
the main cultural concept of 
our times,” Ghost Writers co¬ 
creator Luc Gross told Metro 
World News by email. 

“(It) always has been. With 
the universal media — the 
metamedium computer — 
this only becomes more ob¬ 
vious.” 

But, digital publisher 
Gross — who is also known 
as “Traumawein” — and Ber¬ 


lin-based programmer and 
media artist Bernhard Bauch 
haven’t just made mashup 
books: They’ve created a 
product composed of user¬ 
generated content that is in¬ 
tended to be sold directly to 
the user. 

Due to the Ghost Writers 
project, thousands of ebook 
miniseries composed from 
user comments flooded the 
Amazon Kindle database, 
with titles like “A lot was 
been hard and Weird song 
you cute.” The project was 
intended to raise authorship 
questions about who rightful¬ 
ly owns YouTube comments 
and videos and inspire other 
ideas that are conducive to 
the ebook format. 

Gross explained that 
Bauch created a “comment 
suckers” program that pulled 
user comments from the You¬ 
Tube videos. The themes of 
the books were drawn from 
the different Amazon Kindle 
categories, and then turned 
into dramas by a “book com¬ 
piler” program. 

The first thousand books 
they released were about kit¬ 
tens. The last hundred books 
included topics such as dis¬ 
cussions about violence and 
children who blamed their 


parents on Faceboolc. 

While the stories might 
not have been completely 
grammatically correct, the 
hots were able to put the com¬ 
ments together in a way that 
created a cohesive story — a 
wacky, nonsensical narrative 
but a story nonetheless. 

“To us all of those dramas 
make sense,” Gross said. “Be¬ 
sides the stories, they all hold 
a certain beauty of poetry. It’s 
a YouTube slang on its very 
own.” 

Gross’ favourite title was 
“Sparta My Have.” “Though 
the more you hear a title, the 
more it becomes a classic,” he 
said. 

Then Kindle bots placed 
them for sale on Amazon’s 
ebook database, a service that 
the artists frequently bought 
their digital publications from. 
The creators decided to release 
a large quantity of books be¬ 
cause they felt it would “gener¬ 
ate much more impact” than a 
few selected titles. 

Unfortunately, Amazon Kin¬ 
dle pulled all the books because 
they “could lead to a poor cus¬ 
tomer experience.” 

However, the creators in¬ 
tend to release a Twitter stream 
with all the texts starting June 
26 .

It took two days, but 21-year- 
old Canadian Milos Raonic is 
through to the second round at 
Wimbledon. 

Raonic advanced with a 6-4, 
6-4, 6-4 win over Colombian 
Santiago Giraldo on Wednes¬ 
day 

Raonic led 2-0 and was 
about to serve for the match 
Tuesday night before rain and 
darkness forced officials to stop 
play Raonic only needed 80 
seconds to close out play Wed¬ 
nesday, setting up a second- 
round meeting with American 
Sam Querrey on Thursday 

The Thornhill, Ont., na¬ 
tive said he treated Wednes¬ 
day’s short stint as a “prac¬ 
tice session.”

Shootout sends

Euro 2012. Spain 
beats Portugal despite 
sputtering offence 


As the European Champion¬ 
ship whittles down to the final 
match, Spain’s attack is still 
looking to find its form. 

The defending champions 
reached their third straight ma¬ 
jor final by beating Portugal 4-2 
in a penalty shootout on Wed¬ 
nesday following a 0-0 draw, 
but the Spanish team again 
failed to turn its overwhelming 
talent into scoring chances. 



But maybe that doesn’t mat¬ 
ter. “We’re playing better in 
defence than what the charac¬ 
teristics of our players would 
suggest,” Spain coach Vicente 
del Bosque said. “That’s what 
earns victories.” 

Spain dominated posses¬ 
sion as it normally does, but 
lacked a cutting edge in front of 
goal at the Donbass Arena. It’s 
not the first time at Euro 2012 
that Spain’s attack has failed to 
sparkle, and the team’s lack of 
finishing up front could all be 
due to striker David Villa’s in- 
juiy absence. 

On Wednesday, Del Bosque 
started little-used striker Al¬ 


varo Negredo over Fernando 
Torres and Cesc Fabregas, who 
have scored two goals each at 
the tournament. Negredo was 
eventually replaced in the 54th 
minute by Fabregas, who ended 
up scoring the decisive penalty. 

“Spain held more control 
after the substitutions,” Por¬ 
tugal coach Paulo Bento said 
through a translator. “They put 
in two players that have very 
strong characteristics in attack. 
They had possession and we 
had to run a lot, so it was hard 
to get the ball back.” 

In the shootout, Xabi Alon¬ 
so missed the first spot lack, 
but Andres Iniesta and Gerard 


Pique scored before Fabregas 
completed the victory. 

Spain, which is trying to 
win a third straight major title, 
will next face Germany or Italy 
in the final on Sunday at the 
Olympic Stadium in Kyiv. But 
the team’s inability to score 
goals is still Spain’s main worry. 

“We have to improve in this 
aspect,” Del Bosque said. 

Luckily, the defence con¬ 
tinues to be a strong point. The 
Spanish have conceded only 
six goals in their last 18 major 
tournament matches, includ¬ 
ing keeping nine clean sheets 
in knockout games.
